At around midnight at the junc- 
tion of the Woodstock-West Hur- 
ley Road with Route IS, which 
runs from Kingston to Phoenicia 
on the north side of the Ashokan 
Reservoir, the car failed to make 
the turn, ran into the bank, and 
Tyler, the passenger, sustained 
certain 
personal 
Injuries 
for 


which he brought suit against the 
driver of the car. 


The testimony rendered at the 


time of the trial at Kingston de- 
veloped that Tyler, a local guide 
and carpenter, had been working 
all day at the election board at 
Phoenicia and at about 10 o'clock 
accepted an invitation to ride 
with George Conway. The two 
men were alone In the car and 
went from Phoenicia to Big In- 
dian and then turned around and 
came back through Mount Pleas- 
ant and Woodstock. ' They were 
on their way to Kingston when 
the accident occurred. Tyler tes- 
tified that the car, 
instead of 


making the turn, ran directly Into 
the bank as the result of which 
his head went through the wind- 
shield, one of his ears was cut 
and he sustained a broken bone 
in his right hand. 
His injuries 


were attended by Dr. Shyder of 
Kingston and later, after return 
to his home at Phoenicia, his 
hand was dressed by Dr. John C. 
Gross and a splint was applied 
which Tyler continued to wear 
until February 13, 1936.

There ii a definite relationship be- 


tween many speech defect*, dental 
abnormalities, and varloui condi- 
tions in the mouth. Voice or word 
sounds are produced by * certain 
position or relationship t)f the hard j 
and to't palate, teeth, cheeks and 
lips, with the tongue and the pit- 
safe ot expired air from the lungt. 
A change in the volume and reson- 
ance of expired air. is varied by 
the larynx. 


The development of vowel iounds 


require* only the opening ot the lipi 
with » tlifht tongue motion. Con- 
sonants require somewhat more 
complicated movements of the lips 
and tongue and are named accord- 
ing to the part of the mouth used 
in their formation, namely, dental 
lingual, nasal, guttural and Ubial. 


A number ot mouth condition* af- 


fect speech habits very noticeably, 
according to a writer in the Detroit 
News. The overshot jaw is a very 
common cause of speech defects. 
The projection of the upper anterior 
teeth prevent! food articulation 
with the lower anterior teeth. 


The undershot jaw also affects the 
.,_. 


speech habits through changing the ^ 
relationship of the tip of the tongue 
to the teeth. In both cases it i* dif- 
ficult for the lips to shape properly 
the sound or stop it at the right mo- 
ment. The resulting air leak in the 
sound slurs or removes much ol 
the tone sharpness. 


A high arched palate, missing 


teeth or spaces between the teeth, 
an open bite, cleft palate, lack ol 
normal motility of the jaws, the 
abnormal position of various indi- 
vidual teeth, and other dental con- 
ditions of a similar character cause 
faulty sibilants, leakage of air when 
sounds are made, and difficulty in 
making sounds. 


Metal and Rubber Alloy 


It Perfected by German 
Berlin. — A new 
alloy called 


"Schwingmetall," made of metal 
and rubber and joined by a vulcani- 
zation process, has been discov- 
ered by German technical experts. 


The alloy, it is said, can be used 


in the manufacture of china, as a 
ready shock absorber when used in 
bedplates; shipbuilding, to lessen vi- 
bration caused by propelling ma- 
chinery; clastic couplings of great 
simplicity and safety, and rubber 
springs for lorries. 


With the help of the alloy, ve- 


hicles running on rails can be fitted 
with 
rubber-sprung 
wheels, 
the 


tires being held to the wheel with 
rubber rings. Through this method 
rail vehicles run, silently even on 
curves.

John Wilkcs Booth after he shot 


Abraham Lincoln was shot anc 
mortally wounded by Sergeant Bos- 
ton Corbett, of the Sixteenth New 
York cavalry, at 3:15 a. m., Wed 
nesday, April 26, 1865, when he tried 
to escape from a burning barn on 
a farm of a family named Garratt, 
near Bowling Green and Fort Hoy- 
al, Va., where he had hidden after 
his escape from Ford's theater. 
Booth's body was secretly buried in 
a grave under the stone floor of a 
cell in the arsenal side of Washing- 
ton penitentiary.

Finland's Name 


Thc name Finland has nothing to 


do with the fin of » fish, as one 
might be excused for thinking at 
first glance. True, the country has 
i long seacoast bordering on the 
Baltic, but inland there are many 
lakes surrounded by marshes and 
connected by glistening streams 
and canals. Many years ago re- 
gions like this were called fens. 
Thus the little country in the north- 
ern part of Europe became known 
as fen-land, or marsh-land, and, as 
he years passed and people spoke 
carelessly, its name changed to Fin- 
and. 


Dead Sea Salt Water Lake 


The Dead sea is a salt water lake 


in southern Palestine in which the 
River Jordan terminates. It is for- 
ty-seven miles 
long, ten miles 


wide, has a maximum depth of 
1,280 feet and 
an area of 340 


square miles. Lying 1,290 feet be- 
low sea level, it is the lowest body 
of water on the earth. Having no 
outlet, its excess water is taken off 
by evaporation, estimated at about 
6,000,000 tons daily. Thc salinity is 
23 to 27 per cent, which is about five 
times that of the ocean. The eco- 
nomic value of the s;ilts in solution 
is great, the principal ones being 
potash and common salt. Thc com- 
mercial exploitation was bosun in 
1931.

plant and murderer, notes a -writer 
in the New York Telefram. It is 
found in iwampi and moitt place:. 
The leavei »r« dividwl into two 
parti or halves both edfed with • 
row ot teeth and nerve hairs. Thi« 
plant ii also provided with a honey 
nectar and is so seniitive that the 
slightest touch on one of the»e hairs 
causes the leaf to close immediate- 
ly. Thus the insect is caught tight 
in the trap and is absorbed and di- 
gested. Then the leal opens afain 
and wait* for the next victim. 


Th'c Sun Dew, Dew plant or Dro- 


sera, certainly looks delicate and 
harmless enough. Its leaves are ar- 
ranged in rosettes and are covered 
•with scarlet tentacles or hairs. At 
the tip of each is a drop of honey- 
like fluid which resembles a drop of 
dew shining and glistening in the 
sunlight. 
The insect—attracted by 


the scent—and also by the color—is 
soon 'hopelessly entangled in the 
sticky tentacles. 


These sun dews grow in moist, 


muddy loam and full tunihine, at 
times almost floating on the water 
or attached to water-logged stumps. 
They can also be grown in green- 
houses, but must be kept constantly 
moist at the roots and exposed to , 
bright light. They are exquisite un 
dcr a magnifying glass, as are 
many tiny plants which are never 
seen to full advantage with the 
naked eye.

Benjamin Franklin Won 


Popularity With French 


Benjamin Franklin, born January 


17, 1109, of humble parentage, be- 
came a foremost philosopher and 
statesman. But he never lost his 
simplicity 
of 
manner, 
which, 


coupled with ready wit, won not on- 
ly the esteem of. Americans, but the 
hearts of the French when he wil 
sent to Paris to represent his coun- 
try during the Revolutionary war, 
writes Leslie Hartley in tht Wash- 
ington Star. 


One of 17 children, Franklin was 


compelled to work at an early age. 
When only seventeen he ran away 
from home to Philidelphia, where 
he married and became the Quaker 
City's outstanding citizen.

Railroads was the speaker who 
' brought, the wealth of facts and 


'. figures to 
the attention of 
the 


: group and his talk was a frank 
survey concerning the railroad's 
burdens that have lorced so many 
'of 
them 
into 
bankruptcy 
and 


caused over $00,000 employes to 
i><: stricken from the payrolls dur- 
ing the past few years. 


The speaker is employed by the 


New York Ontario and Western 


: Railway, a system now bankrupt, 
and 
he stated that the 
public 


should tike as much Interest, in 
present railway conditions as the 
.owners and employes of the rail- 
roads. He also said that the un- 


; fortunate condition existing in the 
; railway systems today could he 
cured by added business. 
| 
"What," he asked his audience, 


"is the reason for the railroad's 
'unhealthy condition?" He answer- 
. fid this by saying that the cuh- 
lic seeks low priced transporta- 
tion and that the highways, the 
waterways and the Airways have 
taken 
much revenue from 
the 


railways due to certain conditions. 
These conditions sum themselves 
' up to the fact that they might 
be termed free methods oJ trans- 
portation. The highways are built 
'and maintained al the expense of 
: the taxpayer, the barge canal in 
Now York state is owned and free 
and the airways are to a large ex- 


; tent free because the government 
supplies the beacons, radio beams, 
etc., while most of the landing 
fields are owned municipally. Be- 
cause of this freedom, such trans- 
portation 
systems 
can 
operate 


more economically than the rail- 
roads. 


Mr. Hurley spent some time on 


i ho present agitation concerning 
the diversion of motor tax money 
to other fields outside the build- 
ins aid maintaining of highways 
in New York itate. He aald that 
any success along this line would 
be most unfortunate to the tax- 
payer because despite the 
diver- 


sion ot these moneys the fact re- 
mained that the present license 
tax was inadequate. "Since 1D2U

Bucharest Rug Market It 


an Open Air Attraction 


The most important rug market 


ot Bucharest, Rumania, from the 
viewpoint of travelers, is not in a 
shop or store at all, but in the 
open air along the river front There 
large rugs are displayed to pros- 
pective customers on a long clothes- 
line arrangement, 
while smaller 


ones are hunj from street lamps. 


The designs arc both brilliant and 


exotic, some of them even resem- 
bling the Navajo Indian rugs sold 
in America, and try as one may. 
one can not find the same pattern 
twice in the whole display. Most 
ol the work on rugs is done when 
peasant farmers have nothing else 
to do. Then they spin the wool and 
weave it into the carpets and r.ugs 
for which the country is famous. In 
Rumania a good rug is considered 
too nne to be put on the floor: in- 
stead the housekeeper hangs it on 
the wall as n tapestry, or uses it 
•s a covering for a bed or table. 


A sight both in Bucharest and in 


other Rumanian cities is gypsy 
bands, with trained dancing bears. 
Etch gypsy has his bear, and once 
the animals start to perform a 
cr^-d will gather like magic to sec 
the fun. Gypsies who can not get 
« living in thii ea«jr fwhion turn to 
the making ot wrought iron work. 
Their work is very good, and one 
may see mar-y examples ot it orna- 
menting th« best liomcs in Buchar- 
est.
